He said this optimistic opinion was 
based upon talks which Arthur Hen- 
derson, president of the disarmament 
conference, now in Geneva, held in 
London and Paris, together with im- 
pressions the League has gained of 
the general situation. 

“I believe that with patience we 
can get a limitation agreement at the 
very least,” said the official.

CHANGES ARE SEEN

WASHINGTON, April 8.—(UP)— 
The drive for liberalization of the se- 
curities regulation act and the stock 
market control bill gained headway 
over the week-end, with indications 
that specific revisions will be brought 
before congress in the next few days. 

A group of western congressmen pre- 
pared to draft definite proposals to- 
morrow to ease restrictions of the se- 
curities act on financing of mining 
companies. 

This group, including Representa- 
tive Isabella Greenway. democrat. Ari- 
zona; Roy E. Ayers, democrat, Mon- 
tana; Joseph P. Monaghan, democrat. 
Montana, and Abe Murdock, democrat, 
Utah, contends the act makes it vir- 
tually impossible for mining companies 
to obtain new capital for development 
of their properties. | 

Federal Trade Commissioner James 
M. Landis already has told the group 
the commission is willing to accept 
amtndments for more liberal treatment 
of mining issues. 

Prospects for revision of the act 
with respect to other securities are 
less certain, but there are indications 
that the administration may agree to 
some modification of its severe liabil- 
ity provisions, 

Many business leaders and bankers 
are joining in a renewed campaign 
of opposition to the act, contending 
the flow of needed new capital inte 
is being seriously retarded 
by these provisions. 

Trade commission officials said the 
total of new securities registered since 
the act became effective last July was 
more than $500,000,000. Last week's 
registrations totaled $70,000,000. This 
was the largest total for any week 
since the act went into effect. The 
listings included a $48,100,000 issue 
of voting trust certificates ordered by 
a Boston investment trust.

The victim was Joseph Tierno, 31, 
who recently bolted the regular or- 
ganization headed by Alderman A. J. 
Prignano and threw his support to 
a “young democratic” movement under 
the leadership of Daniel Pintozzi, can- 
dicate for state representative. 

Tierno, as police reconstrueted the 
slaying, was forced into an automo- 
bile near his home, shot through the 
head and his body tossed onto a va- 
cant lot where it was found. 

His slaying capped reports of nu- 
merous sluggings and other violeuce 
in the turbulent Italian ward as a 
prelude to Tuesday's state-wide pri- 
mary election. 

Police said they learned Tierno had 
won over a number of voters to Pin- 
tozzi, who is beiug opposed by Charles 
Coia, candidate of the “regular fac- 
tion.” 

The ward is densely populated by 
Italians and it is a local political 


axiom that as the “twentieth goes, so. 


goes Cook county's 250,000 Italian 
vote.” 

Tierno had been assistant precinct 
captain in the “regular” organization 
when Anthony Pintozzi, who died a 
year ago, was one of three state rep- 
resentatives from the district. 

When his brother's death left one 
of the nominations open, Daniel Pin- 
tozzi sought party support for the 
post, but, failing that, started an in- 
surgent movement and entered the race 
as an “independent democrat.”

Bernhard and the negro, who gave 
the name of Tom Colquitt. of Harris 
street, also an employe of Galis, were 
unable to talk for several hours after 
the shooting until . sobered, anil 
when first questioned both men dis- 
claimed knowledge of the shooting ex- 
cept to say that they dimly remem- 
bered having noo ats, police said. 

Woodruff, who is wotking with De- 
tective E. I. Hilderbriind on the case, 
quoted Bernhard as saying that he 
fired after Galis attacked him with a 
billiard cue, Galis having tried to per- 
suade Bernhard to go to bed after 
they. returned from a celebration of 
the Greek Easter. 

Both Bernhard and Colquitt are be- 
ing held at the police station on “‘sus- 
picion,” pending full investigation of 
the case, police said. 

On a counter, police said, they 
found a .32 caliber revolver which 
contained six empty shells. Both 
Bernhard and Colquitt, suffering from 
cuts ‘on the head, were treated at 
Grady hospital before being taken to 
police headquarters, where, police said 
after announcement of the alleged 
confession, they plan to hold Colquitt 
as a material witness.

Fertilizers With More Calcium — 
Is Needed for Soils of Georgia 


By E. C. WESTBROOK. 
(Cotton and Tobacco Specialist of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia System.) 

ATHENS, Ga., April 8.—(#)}— 
More calcium is needed in Georgia 
soils and where it is practical to use 
fertilizer materials which contain cal- 
cium this should be done. 

Calcium may not be considered a 
rare fertilizer element, yet only a 
small percentage of our farmers at- 
tach enough importance to apply it to 
the land. Many of our soils are 
greatly deficient in this element and 
can made to produce maximum 
yields only when applications are 
made to the soils. 

Many of our soils are aci. and 
therefore do not furnish the most de- 
sirable home for -our ~ajor crops. 
Calcium or lime sweetens the soil, 
making it more desirable for soil bac- 
teria which are beneficial to many 
crops, . 
ome of the materials which supply 
calciim are the various kinds of lime- 
stone, phosphate materials, Chile salt- 
peter or nitrate of soda. 

Some of the characteristic effects 
on plant growth, where there is a 
deficiency of calcium, are very notice- 
able in specialized crops suck as to- 
bacco. In some experiments made by 
J. E. McCurtrey Jr. the tobacco 
leaves in the bud hooked downward 
at their tips. When the calcium was 
left out entirely the bud leaves died. 
In the field the tobacco plants, where 
of calciut , 
were abnormally dark green in color 
and the leaves were somewhat thick- 
ened as the result of the death of the 
terminal bud. Such plants sometimes

_“Then I have to borrow an addi- 
tional $5,000 from some other source 
and pay even higher interest charges. 
And the farm credit administration 
makes service charges that would re- 
quire me to pay back around 10 1-2 
per cent of the loan the first year. 

“Under the Frazier bill, if I have 
a $10,000 mortgage, the government 
through the farm credit advinistra- 
tion can advance me a loan of 100 
per cent of the value of my property. 

“It will in that way pay off my 
old mortgage and give me a new one 
on which my payments would amount 
to a year for not more than 47 
years. I would be paying one and 
one-half per cent interest on the loan 
and one and one-half per cent of the 
principal. 

“At the end of 47 years I would 
have paid the government $14,100 on 
a $10,000 loan. The result would be 
that besides helping farmers retain 
their homes, the government would 
make a net profit of $6,345,000,000 
in the 47 years. 

“And it would put much-needed new 
currency into circulation.”

Chaco War Discontent 
Listed as Belated Report 
‘Reveals Disorders. 


LIMA, Peru, April 8.—(#)—A dis- 
patch te the newspaper El] Comercio 
from Puno, Peruvian port on Lake 
Titicaca, near the Bolivian boundary, 

’ today said 120 persons were killed and 
several hundred wounded in a revolt 
of military cadets at La Paz, capital 
of Bolivia, last Spaeetey, 

(Dispatches from La Paz last week 
said two women, caught in cross-fire 
on a street, were the only victims of 
the disorder). 

The revolt was suppressed. The El 
Comercio’s correspondent said court- 
martials speedily condemned several 
leaders of the rebellion and they were 
executed a few hours later. 

“Confirming the Bolivian revolt,’ 
the Puno correspondent said, “it was 
learned here, despite strict censorship 
that at dawn Thursday military school 
cadets surprisingly attacked and 
seized police barracks, also the army's 
headquarters, helped by recruits. 

“The actual fight started at 11 a. 
m. Thursday when carabineers at- 
tacked the rebels, resulting in 120 
killed and several hundred wounded. 
General Lanza intervened and _ the 
rebels surrendered at noon. 

“Revolt leaders were court-martial- 
ed immediately,” the dispatch con- 
tinued, “were sentenced to capital pun- 
ishment and were executed by firing 

_ squads at 3 p. m. 

“It was learned that popular dis- 
content on account of the failure of 
the Chaco campaign (war with Para- 
guay), quarrels among political par- 
ties and deportations, as well as com- 
mercial and economic pauperism, orig- 
inated the revolt. 

“It was also reported that the gov- 
ernment ordered into exile several 
revolutionaries and the death penalty 
for others, especially members of the 
army.” 

The dispatch said normalcy prevaii- 
ed now with the government in con- 
trol. 


REED PREDICTS CHADS 
UNDER DEMOCRATS 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—(@)— 
Warning that a little band of men in 
Washington is “seeking covertly to 
change our course as a nation,” Sena- 
tor Reed, republican, Pennsylvania, 
enunciating his platform for re-elec- 
tion, charged today “America is be- 
ing fed poisons from which it will 
take decades to recover.” 

“In the name of national recovery, 
the present administration has launch- 
ed the country on a course which, un- 
less soon checked, may well carry us 
over the brink of inflation to com- 
plete chaos,” he asserted. 

One of the outstanding conserva- 
tives in congress, Reed criticized what 
he described as the government's ef- 
forts to “increase the power of the 
central government, and to substitute 
for individual initiative a govern- 
mental control of agricultural produc- 
tion and of all business activity.” 

He reiterated his determination to

Three Republican Sena- 
tors Seek To Restore 
Contracts Immediately. 


WASHINGTON, April 8—(>)— 
Legislation to require restoration of 
cancelled air mail contracts pending 
settlement of Postmaster General 


Farley’s charges of fraud and collu- 
sien will be proposed tomorrow by 
three republican senators—Austin, 
Davis and Barbour. 

Their bill will be offered as a sub- 
stitute for the administration’s per- 
manent air mail measure and will, the 
Vermont, Pennsylvania and New Jer- 
sey senafors said today in a joint 
statement, fix future compensation 
for carrying air mail at two mills 
per pound mile, provided a govern- 
ment subsidy to encourage develop- 
ment of commercial aviation and 
recognize that “competitive bidding 
is not adaptable to the situation.” 

Air mail legislation is expected {to 
be taken up by the senate as soon 
as the tax bill is out of the way. The 
postoffice department has asked for 
bids on a temporary basis under 
terms ‘requiring the complete, reor- 
ganization of private companies whose 
contracts were annulled, but has in- 
timated that if permanent legislation 
wePe enacted in time the temporary 
service would be abandoned. 

The three republicans said today re- 
garding competitive bidding: 

“In the words of Captain Eddie 
Rickenbacker ‘to ask anyone of these 
companies to bid on another route is 
as impracticable as asking the New 
York Central railroad to bid to carry 
mail over a route such as the Santa 
Fe system.’ ” :

The United Press in the following 
interview with Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce John Dickinson presents 
the first direct reply from a member 
of President. Roosevelt's “brain 
trust” to the charges against it by 
Dr. William Wirt.

WASHINGTON, April 8.—(UP)— 
Speaking from a year’s experience in 
the Roosevelt “brain trust,” Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce John Dickin- 
son tonight vigorously denied Dr. Wil- 
liam A. Wirt’s charges that “radical” 
professors control administration poli- 
cies. 

Every idea advanced by the presi- 
dent's advisers must be proved sound 
and workable or it is tossed into the 
discard aft once, Dickinson told the 
United Press. Theories must be back- 
ed up by concrete evidence. 

“Mr. Roosevelt’s trial and error 
method is distinctly practical and 
abandons any line of approach which 
does not prove its soundness by *re- 
sults,” the 38-year-old former law pro- 
fessor explained. 

Dickinson warmly defended the re- 
covery program, asserting “its good 
resuits as a whole are obvious and 
constitute its justification.” 

Wirt, the Gary, Ind., school super- 
intendent who has been subpoenaed to 
appear before a special house commit- 
tee Tuesday to name alleged “red plot- 
ters” among the “brain trusters,” has 
declared that NRA is impeding re- 
covery. 

Dickinson believed the great diver- 
sity of opinions among the “brain 
trusters” was sufficient in itself to 
show that there could be no concerted 
effort by them to swing the govern- 
ment toward communism or any other 
doctrine. ‘ 

“As far as concerns professors in 
politics, there are as many different 
kinds as there are of lawyers and busi- 
nessmen,” he said. “Some are pro- 
gressive; some reactionary. Some have 
limited experience; some have broad 
and practical experience in business 
and other fields. 

“As far as I am concerned, any 
theoretieal or doctrinaire approach io 
the depression, whether by professors, 
lawyers or businessmen, is unsound 
and opposed to the point of view of the 
president.” 

Dickinson is among those who have 
combined scholarly attainments with 
practical experience. 

Holder of many degrees, member of 
Phi Beta Kappa and former teacher at 
Amherst, Harvard, Pennsylvania and 
other universities, he also has been a 
law partner of Senator William Gibbs 
McAdoo, democrat, California, and has 
directed many business surveys. 

With all the data of the commerce 
department’s far-flung statistical agen- 
cies at his fingertips, Dickinson an- 


alyzed in detail Wirt’s charges that 
the Roosevelt policies have impeded 
recovery. Wirt had cited the fact 
that just before, NRA went into ef- 
fect, business reached levels that only 
now are being equaled again. 

“The so-called recovery in the sum- 
mer of 1933 was almost entirely due 


-to artificial speeding up by industries 


to beat the recovery act, which was 
passed’ June 16 and was pretty well 
understood prior to that time,” Dick- 
inson said. 

“The recovery machinery was not 
completed until August 1 when the 
president’s re-employment agreement 
shortening hours without decreasing 
wages went into effect. 

“The so-called recovery in June and 
July to which Dr. Wirt refers was in 
the period in which industry speeded 
up production to get ahead of the act. 
Over-production during that period 
naturaHy was followed by a period of 
under-production in September and 
October. | 

“Instead of the slump continuing, 
however, there began in -Noyember, 
when most of the important codes had 
been adopted and put into effect, a 
steady upturn back to the high point 
of last summer. 

“All through: February and March 
automobile. production has maintained 
a weekly igure higher than at any 
time in 1933 except one single week 
in July. 

“Electric power production has been 
maintained at a figure equal to the 
high point of.last summer. Bitumin- 
ous coal in recent weeks has exceéded 
last summer’s peak of production, 

“The same is true of freight car 
loadings, according to the seasonally 
adjusted figure. 

“In other words, under operation 
of the recovery statute, we have reach- 
ed the same point industry reached in 
attempting to beat the recovery act,” 
Dickinson asserted. 

“If you will compare the present 
conditions of industry with that of a 
year ago you will find: 

“Approximately 4,000,000 more men 
at work; factory production increased 
55 per cent; general business activity 
increased 40 per cent; the index of 
bituminous coal production increased 
70 per cent: construction contracts 
increased 200 per cent: steel ingot 
production increased 240 per cent.”

EDUCATIONAL IDIOCIES. 

Just as individuals go crazy, so, 
at times, do groups, institutions and 
even governments. It is perhaps a 
strange anomaly that no phase of 
government has a worse record for 
having departed from the path of 
sanity than education. 


In recent years radicalism—and, 
in some instances, downright idiocy 
—has supplanted common sense 
and progressive policies, until now 
most of our schools are cluttered 
with useless frills, foibles and furbe- 
lows. 

The acme of this senseless cram- 
ming of minds still in the formative 
period with a hodge-podge of ‘“‘in- 
struction” of a character to be of 
little or no benefit in the meeting of 
life’s problems, is contained in the 
announcement that Kansas Univer- 
sity has established a “‘course’”’ in 
fly fishing, for completion of which 
full academic credit will be given. 

This step illustrates the extent to 
which educational leaders are will- 
ing to go at times in the search for 
new subjects in which to “train” 
the modern student.

Congress Leaders Mark 
Time on Important Mat- 
ters Pending Roosevelt’s 
Return. 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt may be fishing, but so 
are his lieutenants in congress, who 
are drifting along, trying to compose 
differences on pending legislation, but 
realizing that, in the last analysis, 
no important decisions will be reached 
till the chief executive gets back. 

Mr. Roosevelt, and he alone, can de- 
cide what shall be done about the 
Wagner bill—attempting to regulate 
labor disputes by enforcing various 
rules upon the employers, but not upon 
the employes. 

Up to Chief. ' 

Mr. Roosevelt, and he alone, will 
say what shall or shall not be the 
final scope of the stock market regu- 
lation bill. 

Mr. Roosevelt, and he alone, will 
decide what sort of amendments shall 
be made by the present congress ‘to 
the securities act, which has failed 
to permit capital markets to be re- 
vived and the heavier goods indus- 
tries to aid in the re-employment drive. 

Mr. Roosevelt, and he alone, will 
say what the future set-up of the NRA 
is to be, now that it is clear that. 
General Johnson is to be head of the 
housing corporation and to have only 
a supervisory interest in the future 
development of the es. 

It might seem from the foregoing— 
and it is by no means an all-inclusive 
list of major questions pending—that 
the government has ceased to function 
in the absence of the president on the 
high seas. 

But the truth 'is, Mr. Roosevelt is 
giving congress a chance to function 
without him. Few people realize what 
a difference it makes when'a leader 
can telephone the White House and 
find out what ‘the president thinks 
about a particular provision in a bill 
that is causing dissension in the ranks, 
or when the same leader, who does 
not telephone the president, discovers 
that a brain truster has told some- 
body that he understands the presi- 
dent’s wishes are so and so. 

Needed Rest. 

Too many hectic hours have been 
spent lately on Capitol -Hill, trying 
to keep step with the president and 
the various quirks of the new deal so 
as not to in the position of em- 
barrassing the chief in the executive 
mansion. One almost suspects that, 
in prolonging his vacation, Mr. Roose- 
velt slyly recognized that there were 
many more advantages than in simply 
getting a yacation for himself. He 
served notice on congress to go ahead 
without him. 

The president’s absence is unprece- 
dented in history. Nobody seems to 


be able to recall any occasion when, 


during a session of congress, the chief 
executive left Washington, to say 
nothing of isolating himself on the 
ocean away from the territorial wa- 
ters of the United States. Mr. Roose- 
velt can be reached, of course, by 
radio and doubtless is in close touch 
with what is happening, but. for- 
tunately, his vessel is not equipped 
with radio telephones, so he cannot 
be consulted by members of congress 
and really can confine himself to rec- 
reation instead of public business. 
Serves Notice. 

There is not the slightest disposi- 
tion in congress to be concerned about 
Mr. Roosevelt’s vacation; in fact, in 
tepublican, as well as democratic cir- 
cles, the fact that the president need- 
ed the rest is conceded. 

But, when the head of the new deal 
comes back, he will find that, while 
congress has made progress on cer- 
tain measures, nothing really vitaTt will 
have been passed. The tax bill will 
be in conference and, unquestionably, 
Mr. Roosevelt will have to act as um- 
pire in the controversy sure to arise 
between the house and senate as to 
changes made by the upper house in 
the last few. days. 

There are many signs, too, that Mr. 
Roosevelt will come back with a plan 
to give industry more of a chance to 
regulate itself and that he may de- 
cide to let such things as the ag- 
ner bill ride along till the next ses- 
sion. ‘There have been rumors that 
he might do the same with the stock 
market bill, but this is doubtful. Mr. 
Roosevelt is keen enough politically 
to know that his administration would 
be criticized for not putting through 
some kind of stock market regula- 
tion bill this session.

Services From Midnight To Dawn 


Mark Greek E aster Observance |

Greeks of the Orthodox churches 

sang “Kristos Anestes,” (Christ Is 
Risen), and celebrated their Easter 
Sunday in ritual and feasting after 
the manner of their forebears. 

In the churches of the larger Greek 
communities, services began at mid- 

ht and lasted until dawn today. 
After these families gathered in their 
homes for lamb barbecues and rounds 
of social calls, shouting as a greeting 
to visitors, “Kristos Anestes.” 

The date of the Greek Orthodox 
Faster differs from that of the other 
Christian churches because of a dif- 
ference between the Greorian and Ju- 
lian calendar and the custom of bar- 
becues of lambs dates from the time 
when the Greek Christians were scat- 
tered into the hills to become shep- 
herds as a result of the Turkish mas- 
sacres. Each family held its own 
ritual and barbecued a lamb then. 

For several days, preparations have 
been made for the Easter feasts. First 
the lambs were procured—some have 
been raised in backyards in the city 
here by individual families—and then 
properly butchered. That work was 
done Saturday by the head of the 
family who slit the skin and inflated 
the Mr to make the skin easier 
to remove. 

At dawn Sunday, the lambs were 
placed on long spits, rubbed with a 


sauce made of olive oil and spices 
and roasted over open fires. In man 
homes there was wine flavored wit 
resin. With it were served doungh- 
nut-shaped cakes called . “karrillos” 
and made of butter beaten up with 
eges and sugar. 

Then there were “savrelos,” a lit- 
tle fish —s like an anchovy 
and served with olive oil and garlic. 
“Foeta,” an odd, hard white cheese, 
made of goat’s milk, alse was at hand 
along with scallions and olives in 
quantities. 

The eating was an almost continu- 
ous process with most of the fami- 
lies for the members had to join the 
visitors in a bit of food every time a 
party arrived. Many of the celebra- 
tions were held out of doors but where 
the weather was bad they were in- 
doors. 

Greek children with quantities of 
hard cooked, colored aster eggs 
cracked them with each other in a 
kind of contest. It is a sign of good 
luck to be able to crack your op- 
ponent’s egg without bre your 
own. 

For bread, there were loaves the 
size of an oer crate, in odd 
sha and with colored Easter eggs 
with their shells on baked into the

After a ruling by Justice Peyton 
Gordon on a preliminary defense mo- 
tion, the Methodist churchman and 
Miss Ada L. Burroughs, the secretary, 
must answer to the indictment that 
they conspired to omit reporting all 
campaign contributions they received.

The subject matter of the indict- 
ment is more than five years old. 
The indictment itself was returned 
two and a half years ago and stands 
‘shorn by the United States supreme 
court of eight counts that charged 
specific violations of the corrupt prac- 
tices act, under which it was drawn. 

The overt act alleged is that re- 
port was made of only part of con- 
tributions to the anti-Smith movement 
totaling $65,300 by Edwin ©. Jame- 
son, president of a New York city in- 
surance company. 

Miss Burroughs, as treasurer of the 
anti-Smith democrats headquarters 
committee at Richmond, Va., report- 
ed $17,300 of the Jameson contribu- 
tions in February, 1929. The defense 
claims there was no legal requirement 
for reporting the remaining $48,000, 
asserting it was spent within the con- 
fines of Virginia by the state anti- 
Smith committee. Cannon was chair- 
man of the headquarters committee 
and assisted in the administration of 
the ‘state committee. 

The government proposes in the 
trial to place before the jury the 
story of the movement against Alfred 
E. Smith in the south from the Ashe- 
ville (N. C.) meeting at which the 
fight was planned to the filing by 
Miss Burroughs of her last- report 
with the clerk of the house of repre- 
sentatives.

There is always one sad thing to 
mar the gladness of April. There has 
never been a spring within my mem- 
ory, nor probably since the coming 
of the white man to the shores of 
this continent, that thoughtless indi- 
viduals en masse did not descend on 
the forests and completely strip as 
many dogwood trees as they could 
comfortably or uncomfortably con- 
trive to get out of the woods. 
people may have been thoughtless, but 
be this true or false, the net result 
of their actions is pure destruction. 
The descent of the vandals on Rome 
left no such waste, for all that was 
lost in that raid were a few pieces 
of man-made artifacts; whether or not 
these were ever replaced I have never 
taken the time nor interest to look 
up. There were few raids, and at 
wide intervals. Yet there never 
passes a spring that hordes of actual 
vandals do not drive out into the 
countryside, there to break down all 
the dogwood that their gasolihe bug- 
gies can hold. The branches are tied 
on bumbers and fenders, next to the 
hood and over the spare tires. What 
happens? The dear old driver with 
the modern taste for haste mashes 
the accelerator to the floor board. 
The delicate blossoms are lashed to 
pieces by the mad rush of wind. The 
motor heats up, and a veritable blast 
of hot air cooks the blooms beside 
the hood. Curling streamers of dust 
coat the unfortunate flowers so dec- 
oratively draping the spare tire or 
trunk rack. Home is reached. A 
few leaves are left on the branches, 
and maybe a wilted blossom. “That's 
too bad,” murmurs the “nature lover” 
and despatches Junior to place the 
frayed limbs in the garbage can; 
limbs which, had they fulfilled their 
destiny, would have filled the moon- 
lit nights of late April with an un- 
earthly beauty to delight the souls of 
ods. 

For all that, though, I cannot deny 
any of you the right to pluck branches 
of dogwood. The next time you have 
a desire to get dogwood, I know one 
place where it is very abundant, and 
I am sure that the owners of the 
property will not mind any more than 
the farmers do when you break down 
their trees. If you live in Atlanta, 
drive out Ponce de Leon avenue un- 
til you come to Briarcliff, Oakdale. 
or Lullwater road. Turn left down 
any of these streets, and drive until 
you see a great mass of dogwood 
blossoms. It won't matter if it is 
on the lawn of a magnificent home. 
The owners will be glad to have you 
strip the tree. If they see you, they 
will only smile politely and tell you 
to help yourself. After all, aren’t 
you just as welcome to their blos- 
soms, and have you not just as much 
right to their trees as you have to 
any that you.can see or find? You 
are. There is no unclaimed land in 
the boundaries of Georgia. The own- 
er may be more remote from the land 
in some cases than others, but the 
plants that grow on it are his, and if 
you take them without his permis- 
sion there is just one word to apply 
to you and your actions. It is not 
a lovely word, and most of you are 
above such a thing in anything else 
in the world. But the tender beauty 
of nascent dogwood makes thieves 
and vandals of most of our other- 
wise respectable citizens. 

Save the dogwood. It is much more 
lovely wild than cut. If you save 
it now. it will be here always. If 
you break it, it will eventually be 
gone beyond recall. Save the glory of 
Georgia's April wilderness.

LARGER WHEAT QUOTA 


Nation’s Special Difficulties 
Under London Agreement 
Recognized. 


ROME, April 8.—(4)—The United 
States, Australia and Canada, it was 
learned reliably tonight, have recog- 
nized Argentina’s special difficulties 
under the London wheat export agree- 
ment and are willing to grant her 4 
larger quota for 1934-35 than had pre- 
viously been set. ; 

At the call of the Argentine delega- 
tion, representatives of all four coun- 
tries met tonight at the hotel of To- 
mas A. Le Bretton, the Argentine 
delegate to the meeting of the inter- 
national wheat advisory commission. 

Canadian and Australian delegates 
discussed the Argentine situation this 
afternoon among themselves. It was 
learned that these two exporters will 
adopt the same attitude as the United 
States, namely that Argentina should 
be given a more generous quota on 
the grounds, first, that she signed the 
London agreement when the crop was 
poor, and second, that since then she 
has developed a surplus of 45,000,000 
bushels. Bate 

A further ground is that Argentinas 
acreage increase has not been so ex- 
traordinary as that of other countries 
such as Canada and Australia. 

The Argentine representative did 
not directly tell the commission his 
country would be forced to leave the 
conference if a larger quota is not 
granted, but such was understood to 
be the impression conveyed.

As ’34 Moves Into Second Quarter

NEW YORK, April 8.—(4)—I»- 
dustry and commerce have moved 


through the first week of the year’s 
second quarter with volumes still ex- 
panding. 

Increased purchasing power derived 
from extensive wage boosts, and spur- 
ring of the urge to buy by rising prices, 
have inspired high hopes of contin- 
uance of commercial gains at least 
well into this second *three-month 
period of the year, despite the norma! 
tendency toward recession in the weeks 
leading pp to mid-summer. 


The automobile industry continued 
to lead the procession. According to 
Cram’s reports, prodaction last week 
rose to 89.772 units, an increase of 
9,809 over the previous week, and 
nearly two and a half times the vol- 
ume for the like week of last year, 
making it the biggest week since July 
of 1930. 


automotive and other steel consuming 
industries developed last week, stim- 
ulated by the announcement of price 
increases ranging from $2 to $8 a ton 
to take effect next week. In their 
urge to contract in advance of the 
higher sprices, Steel says consumers 
have already. ordered some 25 per 
cent more metal than they did in the 
first quarter. But; of course, it re- 
mains to be seen how rapidly they 
will take deliveries of the metal. 


At any rate, the recent lull in 
ingot production appears to have been 
checked, for the moment, at least. 
The American Iron and Steel’s esti- 
mate last week placed ingot output at 
43.3 per cent of capacity, off 2.4 
percentage points from a week pre- 
viously, but the trade expects the esti- 


Heavy contracting of steel by the 


mate to be made tomorrow to show an 
increase. 

Retail trade generally continues to 
hold its gains, despite the expectation 
of some letdown after Easter, accord- 
ing to Dun '& Bradstreet. Wearing 
apparel continues to move in grati- 
fying volume, and the demand for 
housewares, hardware and spring mer- 
chandise geenrally is active. Whole- 
salers, who have .recently been ex- 
periencing some seasonal curtailment 
of buying, reported a substantial 
broadening of business in the past few 
days. 

Among the more basic — business 


barometers, freight car loadings have 
held up well. The volume for the 
week ended March 31 was reported 
at 608,443 cars, off only 19 cars from 
the previous week, up more than 22 
per cent from the like week of last 
year, and nearly 12 per cent from 
the like period of two years ago, al- 
though 119,409 cars under that week 
of 1931. Changes from the previous 
week disclosed a moderate recession 
in merchandise shipments, which was 
offset by a larger movement of coal. 
Moody’s seasonally adjusted’ index of 
carloadings was advanced .2 of one 
point to 63.8 per cent of the’ 1925 
average, whereas a recession in load- 
ings is expected for the last week of 
March. 

But electric power consumption 
continued to make the best showing 
of these statistical barometers. For

Peanut Oil Paralysis Treatment 
Found Beneficial, Says Carver 


TUSKEGEE INSTITUTE, Ala., 
pril 8.—(?)—Dr. George W. Carver, 
negro: scientist, told an audience here 


tonight that beneficial results had 
been obtained in massaging victims of 
infantile paralysis with an oil made 
from peanuts. 

The negro, head of the science de- 
partment here, said: ‘“‘We are seek- 
ing a cure for infantile paralysis and 
we feel hopeful. I do not say that 
we have found a cure, but we are 
hopeful,” 

- One Georgia patient who was given 
massage treatments with the oil which 
Dr. Carver announced some time ago 
he had discovered, showed a_ thigh 
growth of one and a half inches, a 
calf growth of three-fourths Of an 
inch and an arm growth of three- 
fourths of an inch, he said. Another 
patient, the negro scientist said, had 
a withered leg restored to apparent 
normaley under the treatment. 

Dr. Carver explained several grades 
of the oil were used in treatment of 
infantile paralysi¢ and anemia because 
some are too heavy for the spines of 
certain patients to absorb and others 
too light.. He spoke at a. trustees’ 
program beginning ceremonies which 
will end tomorrow with a Founder's 
Day celebration commemorating Book- 
er T. Washington. 

He also exhibited a road, paving 
block which he had compounded of 
cotton and asphalt. He said it made 
superior roads and would wipe out 
the cotton surplus. It contains 3 1-2 
per cent cotton. 

Dr. Carver, he explained, applies the 
oils by massaging them into the skins 
so they are absorbed through the veins. 
He said they appeared to be great 


energy, strength and weight builders.’ 


He told of an instance where the oil 
had aided an anemic patient. 

The negro scientist likewise exhibit- 
ed an emulsion of peanut oil milk of 
bichloride of mercury and a paste 
of metallic mercury mulsified in pea- 
nut oil for use in treatment of a so- 
cial disease. This use of the oil was 
only recently worked out, it was ex- 
plained. 

“The way of Booker T. Washing- 
ton offers an avenue of escape from 
the wars which threaten to destroy 
civilization as soon as fighting strength 
can be attained.” Dr. Thomas Jesse 
Jones, of New York,’ director of the 
Phelps-Stokes Educational Fund, said 
here this afternoon in the annual 
Founder’s Day address.

NEW ORLEANS, April 8.—(?)— 
The volume of trading in the cotton 
market was decidedly moderate dur- 
ing the past week, and there were pe- 
riods of extreme dullness.

While prices eased off moderately 
in the early trading they were stead- 
ier later, owing to the strength of 
spots and the talk of inflation. 

The extreme spread of 20 points 
and the recovery near, the end of the 
week resulted in a small net gain for 
the period of 5 to 6 points compared 
with thé close of Saturday last. 

The market followed rather closély 
the fluctuations in the stock market, 
but one of the main supporting influ- 
ences was the strength of the spot 
situation. Spot middling traded fully 
20 points above May. contracts ard 
the May position at one period of the 
week showed a difference under July 
of only 6 points. 

While the weather was more favor- 
able for crop preparations except for 
some heavy rains at the end of the 
week, traders were disposed to with- 
hold judgment as to the final acreage 
owing to the delay in the final enact- 
ment of the Bankhead bill and the 
largely increased purchases of ferti- 
lizer in the southern cotton states re- 
ported during the week.

‘For 102 Vessels of U. S. Navy 


NAVAL BASE, SAN PEDRO, Cal., 
April 8.—()—A 30-day war on “the 
high seas, in theory and strategical 
practice, comes with the dawn tomor- 
row for 102 war vessels of the United 


States navy, when they move out of 
their Southern California bases. 

Battle practice, almost continuously, 
will mark the 6,000-mile cruise of the 
fleet from the Pacific to the Atlantic 
coast. 

The squadrons of dreadnaughts, 
cruisers, destroyers, submarines, air- 
eraft carriers, with their auxiliaries 
and their 300 aircraft, will be gone 
from the bases here and in San Diego, 
for at least eight months. 

Admiral D. F. Sellers, aboard his 
flagship, the dreadnaught Pennsy!- 
vania, is commander-in-chief of the 
great armada, the designation of 
which is the United States fleet. 

During most of the time between 
now and May 10, however, the armada 
will be split into two opposing high 
seas fleets, the dispositions changing 
from time to time, and rommand rest- 
ing with the senior officers of the 
units involved in these battle prac- 
tices. . 

Most of the tactical exercises wili 
find Admiral Joseph Mason Reeves, 
commander of the battle force, as chief 
of one fleet, with Vice Admiral Frank 
Hardeman Brumby, of the scouting 
force, commander of the opposing 
fleet. 

Shortly after the cruise is termi- 
nated at New York, Admiral Sellers 
will haul down his four-starred blue 
flag .as ecommander-in-chief of the 
United States fleet, and relinquish the 
post to Admiral Reeves. 

With the dawn the war vessels will 
move from their bases here and at 
San Diego under simulated battle 
conditions. Defense against subma- 
rines and mines will be the first 
cruising step. Preceding the battle 
lines, mine-sweepers will clear the 
channels for the mighty grey ships of 
war to move in safety to sea. 

Decks will be cleared for action. 
Crews will be alert for orders to re- 
The 35,000 
officers and men of the great armada 
will find their tasks precisely the 
same as if a state of war were de- 
clared. ‘Tomorrow night the bulk of 
America’s fighting strength of the 
sea will be far from American waters.

Other men, however, reported that 
they, too, had seen gorillas in Africa, 
as well as other sights reported by 
Du Chaillu. 

Later in his life Du Chaillu return- 
ed to Africa and spent two more years 
in exploring. After his return from

In the Apingi country, south of the 
equator, Du Chaillu declared that he 
had been made king and was known 
as “the spirit.” 

One day he heard a great uproar 
in the village where he was iiving, and 
was told that the natives wanted to 
attack another village. .Du Chaillu 
asked what was the trouble. 

“There is a young woman,” he was 
told, “who has come here to marry 
one of our men. In her own village 
they want her to marry someone she 
does not like.” 

The white man said that they must 
not make war for such a reason, and 
sent word to the other village for the 
leading men to come to talk with him 
about the affair. 

Since the request was refused, Du 
Chaillu got his warriors together and 
set out to march to the other village. 
When he was near it, he fired a gun 
into the air. The noise of the shot 
made the people run away, but they 
were called back, and proved willing 
to talk about the question. 

A vety old man had planned to buy 
the girl from her parents, in exchange 
for two slaves, three goats, five spears, 
three kniyes and other presents. 

Du Chaillu managed to patch up the 
trouble, and the girl was allowed to 
marry the man of her choice.
